We give below the evidence in the trial 
of Murphy indicted for killing of H an ­ 
kins, a fellow workman in a blacksmith 
shop at W alton.

L y m an H aw k i n s sworn.

N ew Y ork . Jan. 23.— Four humlrel mem- 
bers cl’ the Reform club, of which Anson 
Phelps Stokes is president, dined Saturday 
night in the banqueting

was an indorsement of President Cleveland’s 
recent message. 
After 
dinner President 
Stokes said that civil service 
reform , elec­ 
toral reform, municipal affairs, and other 
important reforms were equally within the 
sphere of the club’s 
activity and usefulness*, 
but the dinner was for tariff roform. ^Reso­ 
lutions were submitted by John It. Town­ 
send, president of the 
M aritim e exchange, 
ind orsing President Cleveland’s message, and 
urging upon congress to octet tariff reform 
legislation. 
The toast of “ Tariff Reform” was respond­ 
ed to by the Hon. W. C. Breckenridge, of 
Kentucky, who reviewed the tariff question 
at length, and said that after the representa­ 
tives of tbo people in the Forty-ninth con­ 
gress had declared that the question of tax­ 
ation was unworthy of their consideration, 
the president of the United States, with a 
courage as rare as his message is striking, 
eliminates from the political contests of the 
American people all other questions, and 
submits to the arbitrament of the nation that 
this is a question of the very highest and 
most urgent consideration. 
’’The Farmer and the Tariff” was discussed 
by Hon. Melbourne II. Ford, congressman 
from Michigan. 
He said the accumulation 
of late years had resulted in a colossal surplus 
in the treasury, which was something ap­ 
palling.

P h il a d e l p h i a , J an. 23. — P resid en t Cor­ 
bin, of the Heading railroad, in answer to 
the various communications from 
people 
a long the line of the road, who are deeply in­ 
terested in the operation of the railroad and 
coa l and iron companies, has made a long 
statement in regard to the recent troubles 
between the companies and their employes, 
in the course of which he sta tes the origin of 
the strike as follows: 
“ In December certain car-loads of mer­ 
chandise arrived at Port Richmond, con­ 
signed to the Philadelphia Grain Eleva tor 
company, of this city. 
The em p’oyes of this 
[the Reading] company a t Port Richmond, in 
charge of the switch engines, refused to trans­ 
fer these cars to the eleva tor com p a n y, and 
g a ve as a reason that tha t company did not 
employ K nig hts of Labor. 
They were im­ 
m ediately notified tha t with such a question 
this company had nothing to do; tha t we 
were common carriers, and bound to receiva 
and deliver freig ht to a ny person or com­ 
pany tha t offered it to us and paid for trans­ 
portation. 
Notwithsta nding this they still 
refused to make the transfer, and an order 
was issued I y the general manager of this 
company, of which thfe following is a copy: 
[Hero follows an order to discharge the 
men who refuse to transfer the freight.] 
“ Five crow3 of men in succession were di­ 
rected to move this freight, and upon their 
refusal wore discharged. 
Because of that 
action the leaders of the K nig hts of Labor, 
or a portion of them, ordered a ll the employes 
o f the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad com­ 
pany, as they were pleased to denominate it, 
‘oil strike.’ 
They left the service of the com­ 
pany with notice to it tha t they would not 
return u nless the men discharge 1 were rein­ 
sta te!, 
To this the m anagem ent answered 
that the men discharge ! for disobedience of 
orders would never be reinstated, and this 
company proceeded to fill the places 
left 
va ca nt by the voluntary withdrawal of the 
employes from its service as fast as it could 
secure proper anti competent men. 
Kir. Corbin closes this part of the state­ 
m ent with the assu rance tha t the trou ble on 
the railw ay is ended and will never 
be 
opened u p again. 
“No m an shall be ostra­ 
cized on this road becau se he b< longs to a 
labor organization, and no m an shall 
ba 
ostraciz'd becau se he does not.

—the forhl<l‘! *n rooms are well furnished ac­ 
cording t o Mod- m fancy , in which ¡.« copied, 
as far as jm.s^ ¡»|<.? their ideal ¡ itrndise an 
adorab le palaee with a thousand windows, 
and b efore every window a sparkling foun­ 
tain. 
Free light, abundant space, shady gardt 
11s 
where the nightingale sings among the roses, 
and rushing waters cool the air. 
These are 
the lux uries which foreshadow th** golden 
pleasure fields kept for the faithful by tho 
hour is. 
The women, old and young, assemble in 
the sacred rooms, with the children and at­ 
tendants, and they are the center of the 
world to the home-keeping Turk, who cores 
nothing for travel and never emigrates. 
Ilis 
spare time and money are spent there, and 
tlie wife is, in the tender Arabian phrase, 
the keejx *r of her husband’s souk 
Turkish houses are much alike. 
The en­ 
trance is through a double door, large enough 
for horses and carriage.

Turkish 
women
